The  twin  announccnient  reinforced  the  view  of 
Hlitafy  authorities  here  that  Germany  has  been  the 
decisive  loser  of  round  one  of  the  second  Great  War— 
losinjf  on  land,  sea  and  air,  and  idong  the  vitaUy  im« 
portant  diplomatic  front. 

MANY  DIVISIONS  IN  POLAND 

On  the  diplomatic  front  it  is  argued  here  that  GfTf 

many  has  lost  out  to  Riissin  both  in  the  Baltic,  how 
Soviet-dominated,  and  in  Southeastern  Europe.  Al- 
though the  smashing  of  the  Polish  republic  is  a  Ger- 
man success,  it  immobilizes  twenty  to  twenty-five  di- 
visions of  first  line  troops  who  are  needed  to  w^tch  tha 
Russians  and  to  try  to  subjugate  the  Poles.

Street  or  Broadway— called  "Bazaar 
PlmtW-A  French  concern  JWhere 
ahoes  and  apparel  "direct  from 
Parts"  for  mtady,  are  stocked  in 
trniptinR  abundance.  Next  to  that 
Bombay  Palace,"  a  dirty,  rollick- 
ing pub.  run  by  a  Burm<Me  with  a 
beard  as  black  and  shiny  as  wet 
asplialt.  On  a  sign  above  the  ad- 
Iplnlng  building  you'll  notice  "Paris. 
Madrid— IrLsh  Linen  Suits";  after 
that.  ■  Barbaria  Japongsa":  followed 
by  "Cantina  Yen  Fat,"  "Bazaar 
Alaman."  "Poto  Cuba  '  "Kaisor 
Hosiery '  and  "Bazaar  dc  Punjab  ' 
.  .  .  and  so  on  through  the  entire 
town,  showtnc  aU  nattons,  all 
Jammed  together  in  a  plurality  oi 
aspect  from  which  emerges  a 
strange  singularity  In  Its  final  Bak- 
ing. 

Panama  streets  ar*  mef«  tenU- 
des.  twisting  and  squlitnlng  through 
the  close-built  shops  and  dwrlUnK . 
with  piivempnus  Mldom  over  thr*>e 
feci  .  wide,  and,  wet  or  dry,  alarm- 
ingly slippery. 

Toy-like  buses.  In  gaudy  clrcu;.- 
wagon  colors,  and  narrow-gauge 
.•.Tf  Ti  ,;iis  take  ^art  of  Panama's 
transportation  .  .  fare,  one  nickel 
to  anywhere  and  overy where,  and 
you  board  thrm  front  or  back,  right 
side  or  left  side  m  laci.  a.s  long  as 
a  Panamanian  conductor  gets  your 
nickel,  he  doesn't  cam  a  pin  whether 
you  sneak  up  through  the  floor- 
boards or  wtlggle  throui^  the  win- 
dow. 

Trafldc  Is  plentiful,  but  stringy,  for 
those  slender,  curling  streets  disal- 
lowed anything  but  single  file  About 

90  per  rent  of  the  .'ir|p  Btreeus  ar(» 
blind  alleys.  I  once  drove  a  car 
there,  and  nearly  went  crasy  in 
those  same  ,aUe.v.s,  and  T  ve  never 
done  so  much  backing-up  in  my  HIp 
The  inter.srrtlon.s  are  stone  blind, 
one  might  say.  and  on  behalf  o» 
sanity  and  "safety  flrst"  all  good' 
Panamanians  honk  like  blazej*. 

The  houses  In  the  city  area  are 
mo.stiy  old.  and  even  the  best  of 
thrm  could  stand  a  little -paint 
Seme  were  wood,  but  most  were 
stone,  in  fourteenth  '?)  century 
Spanish  style -  three  or  four  storle.s 
high,  with  facades  In  round  arrhr's 
with  slim  pillars  descending  to  the 
ineviuble  balcony  ....  and.  of 
course,  shutters. 

On  those  balconies,  of  an  eve, 
much  lolhng  and  clgarro-smoklng 
wa.s  Indulged  by  the  bucks  and  belles 
of  Panama  ...  and.  1  might  add. 
that  on  those  Vxa'^i  balconies  It 
paid  to  rnrk  a  perpetual  weath«ir 
eye;  for  anything  from  a  melon  rind 
to  a  wardrobe  was  liable  to  descend 
therefrom,  without  the  smallest 
wnrnhiR. 

In  the  comparative  cool  of  a  Pan- 
ain.inlan ,  eve.  when  I  was  wont  to 
prowl  in  solitary  detachment.  I 
often  took  pleasure  In  the  rather 
Old  World  .^rnips  and  Btnio'.i)ii('rlr.s 
thnt  hung  about  tliose  balconies. 
Cloaked,  swarthy  "dons"  would  lean 
upon  the  rails-isUently  smotcing. 
not  stirrtng  a  muscle  for  ten  mln- 
utes  at  a  stretch.  Beside  them  grave 
■duennas."  In  "mantillas"  and  "vol- 
uminous black  skirts,  rockad  calmly 
over  their  swift-cllcklng  needlev 
while  ebony-eyed  senorita*..  Incline  i 
to  restles.sMr,s.s  ir  .«^oemed.  would  sud- 
denly appear,  pass  some  quick  sen- 
tence, then  hoiselessly  depart  for 
some  other  portion  of  the  "casa  ' 
Oultars,  tdo.  strummed  soft  and 
mrlsnrholy  beneath  the  tropic  .stars 
—and  altogether  such  presentations 
wert  dlUcloualy  nebuloas  and  un- 
real.
